AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES AND FARMERS' 

CLUBS. 

AN ACT relating to district and county agricultural societies and farm- 
ers' clubs, and amendatory of section two of chapter thirty-seven of 
the general laws of 1872, relating to the State Agricultural Society. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That section two, of chapter thirty-seven 
of the general laws of 1872, relating to the State Agri- 
cultural Society, be amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec. 2. That every county or district agricultural *£S^*£^£ 
society, composed of one or more counties, whether now trlcft,ocUtta "- 
organized or hereafter to be organized under the laws of 
the State of Kansas, shall be entitled to send the Presi- 
dent of such society, or other delegate therefrom, duly 
authorized in writing, to the annual meeting of the State 
Board of Agriculture, to be held on the second Wednes- 
day of January of each year, and who shall for the time 
being be ex-officio members of the State Board of Agri- 
culture ; Provided, That the Secretary of each district or 
county society, or such other person as may be designated 
by the society, shall make a monthly report to the State koduhj 
Board of Agriculture, on the last Wednesday of each 
month, of the condition of crops in his district or county, 
make a list of such noxious insects as are destroying 
crops, and state the extent of their depredations, report 
the condition of stock, give a description of the symptoms 
of any disease prevailing among the same, with means of 
prevention and remedies employed so far as ascertained, 
and such other information as will be of interest to the 
farmers of the State. And provided further, That each 
county or district society herein mentioned, which shall 
have held a fair the current year, offered and awarded 
premiums for the improvement of stock, tillage, crops, 
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implements, mechanical fabrics and articles of domestic 
industry, shall make out a statement containing a syn- 
opsis of the awards, and an abstract of the Treasurers' 
account, and report on the condition of agriculture in 
their county to the State Board. Said statement to be 
forwarded by mail or otherwise, to the Secretary of the 
State Board, on or before the fifteenth day of November 
of each year. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
State Board of Agriculture to furnish the monthly re- 
ports, provided for in this section, to the press of the 
State. 

Sec. 2. That the township club of each township, 
having the largest number of members,, shall have a rep- 
resentation upon the board of directors of their county 
agricultural society. The election of officers of the coun- 
ty agricultural societies shall be held on the second Tues- 
day of April of each year, and a report thereof made to 
the State Board of Agriculture within three days there- 
after. County Agricultural Societies shall amend their 
charters and constitutions to conform to the provisions of 
this act. 

Sec. 3. Members of and delegates to the annual 
meeting of the State Board of Agriculture, shall be enti- 
tled to the same mileage and pay as regents of the State 
Agricultural College. 

Sbc. 4. That section two, of chapter thirty-seven, of 
the statutes of 1872, be and is hereby repealed.

SAVINGS AND TEUST COMPANIES. 

AN ACT to provide for the incorporation of Savings and Trust Com- 
panies. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That any five or more persons in any how cr«*t«i. 
county in this State may organize themselves into a 
Savings and Trust Company, and shall have power : 

First, To receive money on trust or deposit, to accu- *>*•». 
mulate the same at such rate of interest as may be ob-, 
tained or agreed on, or to allow such interest thereon as 
may be agreed on, not exceeding in either case the legal 
rate. 

Second, To accept and execute all such trusts of every 
description as may be committed to them by any person 
or persons or corporation whatsoever, or may be trans- 
ferred to them by order of any court or judicial officer. 

Sic. 2. That the capital stock of such company shall capital***. 
not be less than one hundred thousand dollars, nor more 
than one million dollars, to be divided into shares of not 
less than one/ hundred dollars each, and shall be paid up 
in full, and possessed in money or invested in the class 
of securities hereinafter mentioned.

pany shall be managed and controlled by a board of * ectlon - 
directors not less than five nor more than twenty-five in 
number, all of whom shall be stockholders.

four feet and one-half high to the top of the rider, and 
shall be thoroughly staked and ridered, or if not staked 
and ridered, shall have the corners locked with strong 
rails, stakes or posts ; those composed of stone shall be 
at least eighteen inches wide at the bottom and twelve 
inches wide at the top; those composed of turf shall be 
thoroughly staked and ridered, and shall have a ditch on 
the outside not less than two feet wide at the top and 
three feet deep. All fences composed of rails or lumber, 
the bottom rail, board or plank, shall not be more than 
two feet from the ground in any township, and in those 
townships where hogs are not prohibited from running 
at large, it shall not be more than six inches from the 
ground, and all such fences shall be substantially built . 
and sufficiently close to prevent stock from going through. 
All hedge fences shall be of such heighth and thickness 
as will be sufficient to protect the field or inclosure. 

Sec. 2. That original section two of the act to which 
this is amendatory is hereby repealed.

That the county commissioners of any 
cpunty within the State, shall assess a tax to prevent the 
incursion of prairie fire ; said tax to be called " fire tax," 
not to exceed two mills on all property within their coun- 
ties, or in case this act shall not be applicable to their 
entire county, then they shall assess such fire tax on any 

gMtion Mbmu- township within their counties : Provided, That the fire 
tax provided for in this act shall not be levied on any 
county or township until, in case of a county, there shall 
be a vote had at a general election, and a majority of the 
legal voters voting in favor of such a fire tax shall be 
sufficient cause for the county commissioners to levy such 
tax. In case of any township, the fire tax provided for in 
this act shall not be levied until there shall be filed, with 
the respective county clerks, the papers setting forth the 
action of such township in the premises, and as required 
in this act. 

2, That on presentation of a petition signed by 
at least one-third of the legal voters of such township, 
to the township trustee, requesting him to cause an elec-

the first general election. That the ballots used at such 
election shall have written or printed thereon, " For the 
Fire Tax," or " Against the fire tax," and the action of 
the township trustee in the premises shall be regulated, 
as far as publication is concerned, and so far as practica- 
ble, in conformity to chapter 68 of. the laws of 1872 ;

Section 1. That section fourteen of article one, and a** *** **** 1 
section seventy-seven of article three of the act entitled 
" an act to establish an insurance department in the State 
of Kansas, and to regulate the companies doing business 
therein," approved March 1, A. D. 1871, be changed and 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of the said superuiten- H«t **«**!•» or 
dent, once in three years, to make or cause to be made, **•»• 
net validations of all the outstanding policies, additions 
thereto, unpaid dividends, and all other obligations of 
every life insurance company transacting business in this 
State ; and for the purpose of such valuations, and for 
making special examinations of the condition of life insu- 
rance companies, as provided in the laws of this State 
relating to life insurance companies, and for valuing all 
policies of whatever description, and for any purpose 
whatever, the rate of interest shall be four and one-half 
per cent, per annum, and the rate of mortality shall be 
established by the tables known as the American expe- 
rience tables : Provided, That whenever the laws of any **>*•• 
other State of the United States shall authorize a valua- 
tion of life insurance policies by some designated State 
officer, according to the same standard as herein provided, 
or some other standard which will require a reserve not 
less than the standard herein provided, the valuation 
made according to the said standard by such officer of 
the policies and other obligations of any life insurance 
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company not organized under the laws of this State and 
certified by said officer, may be received as true and 
correct, and no farther valuation of the same shall be 
required of such company by the superintendent of insu- 
rance. The superintendent may, in his discretion, value 
policies in groups and use approximate averages for por- 
tions of years and otherwise, but he shall in all cases cal- 
culate values by net premiums. The superintendent may 
in his discretion vary the above standard of interest and 
mortality in cases of companies from foreign countries, 
and in particular cases of invalid lives or other extra 
Aaauai wu»tion hazards. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of 
insurance, whenever requested so to do by any life insu- 
rance company organized under the law of this State, to 
make annual valuations of all outstanding policies and 
additions thereto, of every such company, and deliver to 
said company certificates of such valuation, specifying 
the amount of the company's reserve on policies thus 
valued, and such valuation shall be made upon such table 
of mortality and interest as such company may request: 
Provided, The valuation thus required shall not place the 
company's reserve below the legal standard of this State. 

Sec. 77. In case any life insurance company organized 
under the laws of this State, shall have issued or shall 
hereafter issue any policies of insurance upon the life of 
any individual, or upon the life of any person expressed 
to be for the benefit of any woman, whether married or 
unmarried, or for the benefit of minor children, or for 
th,e benefit of any invalid, aged or infirm person, whether 
the same be effected by themselves, for themselves or by 
any other person or persons in their behalf; all such 
policies and their reserves, or the present value thereof, 
payable accord- shall be payable according to the terms thereof, and shall

thereof. inure to the sole and separate use and benefit of the 

beneficiary named therein, and shall be free from the 
claims of the husband, or any creditor or representative 
of the husband, and shall also be free from the claims of 
the person or persons effecting such insurance, their 
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creditors and representatives, and shall also be free from 
all taxes, and the claims or judgment of the creditors and 
representatives of the person or persons whose life or 
lives are so insured ; but such policy of insurance, reserve 
or present value thereof thus exempt shall not exceed in 
amount a sum that may be purchased at the age of thirty 
years on the continuous payment life rate American mor- 
tality, interest four and one-half per cent, net premium 
five hundred dollars ($500,) and no more.

If any convict shall be guilty 
of wilful violation of the rules of the prison after he shall 
become entitled to a diminution of service to which he

MAY PUECHASE BONDS, STOCK, ETC., OF OTHEK

Section two of an act entitled " an act 
regulating salvage," approved February 23, 1869, shall 
be so amended as to read as follows :

Within two days after the taking up and 
securing of any such wrecked property, the salvor shall 
make oath before a justice of the peace of the township 
in which such property is taken up or secured that the 
property was lost or wrecked and in a perishable condi- 
tion, and that he was not directly or indirectly, instru- 
mental in causing the property to .be so wrecked or lost, 
and also the quantity, quality and estimated value of 
such property, and the time and place of taking upland 
that he has not disposed of or secreted any part of the 
same. If such property be not claimed and proved by 
the owner within ten days after the filing of such affidavit, 
such justice shall on the application of such salvor issue 
a warrant directed to any constable of said township 
directing him to sell the same at public vendue; first 
giving ten days' notice by three advertisements put up 
in public places in his township of the time and place of 
sale ; and if such property be not claimed and proved by 
the owner, and the salvage and costs paid, then such 
property shall be sold, and the proceeds shall be returned 
to such justice who shall pay to the proper parties the 
salvage and the costs of proceedings, and the remainder, 
if any, shall be paid into the county treasury for the 
benefit of public schools, unless the owner shall make 
proof of his right to the same within three months : 
Provided, If the name or initial of the owner of any [log,] 
toy, or other property, be plainly marked or branded 
thereon, then the salvor shall, in addition to the forego- 
ing proceedings, also give notice to the owner if known 
from such mark or brand.

said settler in any given case, shall convey to said board 
of school directors one acre of the land upon which said 
school house or other improvements are situated, the 
same shall not be so removed: And provided, further, 
That if any school house shall have been built of stone 
or brick, the probate judge of the county shall appoint 
three disinterested persons who shall appraise and con- 
demn one acre of said land upon which said improve- 
ments shall have been located, and it shall be the duty of 
the school directors of such district to pay to the owner 
of such land the value of such land as found by said ap- 
praisers.
